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BUDGET CUTS TO AFFECT FEDERAL ANTI-TERRORIST PROGRAM

[Text] A major security row is developing over the “Razor Gang's” demand for a 

2 per cent cut in the size of the federal Public Service which will obl erate the 
planned upgrading of the Federal Police anti-terrotiet, anti-crime squads, and 
lead to staff cute. 


Security chiefe are angry because they have been told they will not be exempt 
from the proposed cute, despite the Government's promises to significantly upgrade 
ite commitment in this area. 


The across-the-board cuts flowing from the Razor Gang will create major tensions 
between the Prime Minister, Mr Fraser, and the police. 


According to security chiefs, the broad cuts being imposed do not take into 
consideration the Federal Government's commitment to a law-and-order policy. 


They say cute will seriously affect the crackdown on organised crime, drug-running 
in Australia and abroad, and security for VIPs inside Australia and at overseas 
missions. 


The officials fear more anti-nuclear demonstrations in Auetralia and overseas, 
and reaction against US defence bases in Australia. 


They are particularly concerned about a recent demonstration in Alice Springs 
against the US Pine Gap base and any spin-off from anti-nuclear demonstrations in 


Europe. 


Informed sources told THE AUSTRALIAN that maintenance of routine security cover 
at defence establishments is already strained, and Public Service Board staf: 
cuts would create serious problems. 


Intensive 


The Minister for Administrative Services, Mr Newman, who has control of the 
Federal Police, has been told he will have to cut the force by 2 per cent. 

















Thie will mean dropping about 63 officers from the 3000-strong force, in contrast 
to the major expansion the force was expecting. 


Senior officials in the force say the cut will have 4 serious impact on ability 
to fight organised crime here and overseas, to tackle drug-running in Australia, 
and effective eurveillance in other countries, particularly Asia. 


The Rasor Gang cutback comes just ou internal security forces are gearing up for 
their biggest operation in Australia-<the Commonwealth Heade of Government Meeting 
in Melbourne, starting on September 30. 


The Federal Police, the Victoria Police and other security forces have already 
begun the most intensive anti-terroriet training program in the country's history 
to protect the 42 heade of government and their staff of hundreds who will be in 
Australia for at least 4 week. 


The security risk poses a major problem for Mr Fraser, who has made a big issue 
of the need for tighter security since the bombing of the Hilton Hotel in Sydney 
during the regional heads of government meeting in 1978. 


The Federal Government is determined to make it clear the Razor Gang's recommenda- 
tions are not favorable to any particular sector of the community, including pri- 
vate industry. 


But by including security in this crackdown, Mr Fraser could find himself in an 
embarrassing situation in the run-up to the Melbourne meeting, and over the 
Government's long-term policy on law and order. 


Although the etaff cuts are emall, senior security officials say they will have 
a serious impact on the ability to counter crime and to efficiently train security 
and crime-fighting staff. 


The Cabinet wil! make a final decision on the Razor Gang report this week, and 
will announce this in Parliament next Thursday.

[Text] Lucknow, April 20--CPI general secretary C Rajeswara Rao today objected 
Mrs Gandhi using the "threat to country" as an excuse to suppress the movements 
and struggle of people.

He said our party is second to none in defending the country from external 
danger. "But it will also oppose the anti-people and anti-democratic policies

CPI NATIONAL COUNCIL ISSUES APPEAL ON GUJARAT 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 17 Apr 81 pp 1, 7 


[Text] The National Council of the Communist Party of India has called upon 
every section of the people and all parties, organisations cultural and social 
bodies wedded to democracy, secularism and national integration to directly 
intervene in caste conflicts as in Gujarat. 


In a resolution on reservation adopted by the National Council, when it met for 
five days from 12 to 16 April in the Capital, the CPI extended a special appeal 
to "trade unions of workers and employees, organisations of peasants and agri- 
cultural labourers, teachers as well as students and youth to unite their fol- 
lowers and intervene to prevent riotous mobs from engaging in vandalism". The 
resolution was released tothe press on Thursday. 


Instructing all party members to undertake the task as one of their foremost 
duties, the National Council also stressed the need to unite the people belonging 
to every caste and community on the basis of appropriate reservation for Sched- 
uled Costes, Scheduled Tribes and other really socially backward castes. It 

left ' special concessions 4 facilities should be provided to economically 
weaker sections of all communit..+ as well. 


Turning to the Gujarat agitation, the resolution held the BJP and RSS responsible 
for fanning the flames of the movement "to achieve their narrow anti-national 
aims". At the same time, the acute factionalism in the ruling party, the wrong 
handling by the Government and the anti-Harijan role of the police brought grist 
to the mill of the agitation, it maintained. 


Condemning the agitation in unequivocal terms, the National Council noted the 
danger inherent in the fact that though a section of the medicos had called off 
the agitation for the present, they had reiterated their stand against the prin- 
ciple of reservation, for reviving the agitation in cooperation with organisations 
opposed to reservation. "These forces continue to stoke and threaten to spread 
its flames to other States", it warned, 


The resolution congratulated the CPI, CPI-M, progressive intellectuals and per- 
sonalities who had boldly opposed the antireservation campaign. It urged all 
parties, organisations and individuals cherishing the principles of democracy, 
secularism and national integration to unite and rally the people irrespective 
of caste and community to resist the agitation. 

















"Effective defence of the rights and interests of the oppressed communities calle 
for an united movement by them and other democratic and patriotic forces", it 
maintained, 


Cost Merit 


The reso'ution pointed to the sense of deprivation and bitter feeling of injustice 
among the backward sections suffering from discrimination on account of the prob- 
lems they face in finding place in higher educational inetitutions and adminis- 
trative services, Merit and efficiency have no doubt to be preserved, It 

needs to be emphasised however that merit and efficiency will be rendered meaning~ 
less if the country iteelf disintegrates due to growing feelings of suppression 
and deprivation among the scheduled castes, scheduled tribes and other backward 
communities as is happening in large parte of the country, it clarified, 


The resolution further stressed the need to realise that ‘competition between 
Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribe candidates for the limited nuwber of seats 
reserved for them is already so keen that generally they need quite a high 
percentage of marks to secure admission, It stated that the ‘actual number of 
reserved seats filled is much smaller than the number provided’. 


‘It is also necessary, in this connection, to abolish the system of securing 
admission by the system of capitation fees. It is dishonest to raise the question 
of efficiency and merit in the case of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
when rampant corruption in an educational and administrative system is notori- 
ously the main cause which undermines merit and efficiency’, the resolution read. 


It highlighted the role of ‘narrow minded casteist forces of every hue in dis- 
rupting the unity of the masses and bringing about national disintegration, at a 
time when unity of toilers against the exploitative capitalist systew was the 
need of the hour. [as published]

GUJARAT ANTIRESERVATLON AGITATION REPORTED ENDING 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 14 Apr 81 p 1 
[Text] Ahmedabad, April 13. 


The junior doctors and medica! studente in Gujarat today unconditionally called 
off their 102-day-old anti-reservation agitation. 


A 12-point agreement was reached between the 20 representatives of junior doctors 
and medical students of all the five medical colleges in the state and the chief 
minister, Mr. Madhaveinh Solanki, other ministers and senior government officials 
following talks which lasted over five hours late last night. The agreement 

was signed after 5 a.m. today. 





According to the agreement, the government has already issued instructions to 
reopen immediately the medical colleges and hostels which were closed down for 
six months in the last week of January, release all the student leaders detained 
under the National Security Act in connection with the agitation and cancel the 
termination orders served on resident doctors. 


The government has agreed to adjust the strike period against due leave of the 
doctors and make arrangements to see that loss of terms of the students were 
compensated. 


/The government has also increased the stipend of the junior doctors and decided 
to create additional seats against the number of reserved seats claimed by the 
backward students./ [in boldface] 


Announcing the unconditional withdrawal of the agitation by the junior doctors and 
medical students, the chief minister said the government had already started 
taking steps to implement the agreement and hoped that the situation in the state 
would now return to complete normalcy. 


/The Gujarat junior doctors' and medical students’ action committee president, 

Dr. Mrugesh Vaishnav, said though the junior doctors and medical students had 
withdrawn their agitation, their demand for the total abolition of reservation 
stayed. He said the medicos would support any anti-reservation agitation programme 
suggested by the proposed federation of all anti-reservationists./ [in boldface] 


He maintained that the unconditional withdrawal was not a defeat of the medicos 
but a “victory” since it had succeeded to achieve its goal of “attracting public 
attention to the reservation problem". 











The anti-reservation action committee of the students, however, announced hat 
their agitation would continue despite the medices' withdrawal. 


The state government employees’ Karmachar! Ananya Nivaran Samiti also continued 
their agitation in Gandhinagar. The samity convener, Mr. Krishankant Jha, said 
the agitation by the Sachivalaya employees would continue till the roster system 
of promotion was abolished, 


The education minister, Mr. Prabodh Raval, announced that the SSC and the higher 
secondary examinations would now be held ase per the revised echedule from May 4 
and May 13, respectively. 


While examinations in most of the primary schools had already been completed or 
would be completed by April 20 before the starting of the summer vacation, the 
examination in secondary classes and colleges would be held in June, he added. 


Despite the medicos' calling off their agitation early this morning, nearly 90 
per cent of the class II and III employees of Sachivalaya and allied offices 
stayed away from their duties and joined a rally to the police headquarter at 
the state capita! demanding the re-erection of the pandals damaged by the police 
on Thursday during a swoop over the employees observing a relay fast. 


However, the chief secretary, Mr. H. K. L. Capoor, clained that the number of 
employees on strike would not be more than 45 per cent of the total staff 
strength of Sachivalaya. 


The bank employees Anayaya Nivaran Samiti convener, Mr. Bhaskar Tripathi, 
announced that the bank employees would also withdraw their agitation with 
immediate effect. He, however, strongly criticised the "unconditional surrender" 
by the “opportunistic' medicos. 


Expressing happiness at the withdrawal of the agitation by the medicos, the chief 
minister said the stir had been adversely affecting the industrial progress of 
the state at a time when Gujarat was well poised to occupy the first place among 
all the states in the country. The three-month-old agitation had retarded the 
state's progress by about three years and had caused enormous loss of life and 
property. 


He sail the government all along had maintained that the reservation system could 
not be abolished, to guarantee progress of the backward class people ignored for 
centuries. He said though there were various means to bring about eqality [as 
published] among all sections of the population, the reservation system at the 
moment seemed to be the “best one”. 


Immediately after the agreement was signed, Mr. Solanki had a telephonic talk with 
the Prime Minister, “rs. Indira Gandhi, who expressed happiness over the amicable 
settlement and congratulated the state government for effectively hardling the 
situation. 


The 102-day old agitation had cost about 40 lives, including 32 killed in police 
firing, three succumbing to stone injuries and five being stabbed to death 
besides loss of property. 











Meanwhile, ao untoward tneident was reported throughout the day today either from 
the city or eleewhere in the state, according to 4 government spokesman, 


Police sources said that complete peace and normalcy prevailed in all parte of 
the state, 


However, conetant patrol! ing was being contiaued in all the affected parte as a4 
precautionary measure,

CPI NATIONAL COUNCIL EXPELS DANGE FROM PARTY 
Detaile of Resolution 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 14 Apr 61 pp il, 8 


[Text] The National Council of the CPI on Monday expelled former party chairman 
8 A Dange from the party for hie “anti-party activities”. 


The National Council, which began ite five-day session in the Capital on Sunday, 
adopted a resolution endorsing the recusmendation of the party's Central Execu- 
tive Committee to “expel Comrade Dange from the Party". 


The resolution said Mr Dange wae being expelled for “his persistent defiance and 
violation of all party discipline and norms, and for hie eplitting and other anti- 
party activities.” 


Tt called upon all party unite and membere to rally round and “rebuff 411 attempts 
to weaken th. party and carry forward the task of organising and leading mes 
actions and of building left and democratic unity.” 


The resolution said the party took no discipl action against the 81-year- 
old founder-member of the CPI over a long period he was repeatedly carrying 
on anti-party activities.” However, Mr Dange had put himself outside the pale of 


the CPI by coming out openly againet it. 


Mr Dange attended the first party Congress of the newly formed All-India Com- 
muniet Party (AICP) in Meerut last @onth where he announced that the new party 
had found a way for the success of the national democratic revolution. 


The National Council noted that Mr Dange's reply of 27 March to the letter of 
CPI general secretary Rajeewara Rao of 24 March was an attempt to justify "all 
hie imperimissible [ase published] behaviour and anti-party actions.” It accused 
him of resorting to lies, distortions, slander and provocations against the 

CPI. 


The reeolution said: “Comrade Dange's participation in the Meerut conference 

of the renegates is, in fact, the culmination of a long series of acts by him in 
open violation of all party norms, and directed against the party, ite programmes 
and policies.” 














Dental 


The resolution denied as “totally falee, baseless and slanderous" Mr Dange's 
charge that in the so-called “secret” talke of unity with the CPI-M, the CPI wae 
asked to drop him from the party, cut ite membership by half, and curtail ite 
international relations, 


it said there had been no “secret understanding” with the CPI-M leadership, 
adding the CPI's membership had continued to rise and “our fraternal relations 
with the CPSU and other brother parties remain ae close and cordial as before." 


Regarding Mr Dange's accusation that the quotations from his speech at the Meerut 
conference were “in some respect forgery and in some, purposeful distortions," 

the council noted that he neither contradicted nor clarified any part of the press 
reports. ‘Indeed, hie rigamarole of a reply further confirms what he ie reported 
to have said in that conference. ' 


The National Council recalled that the 1978 Bhatinda Congress of the CPI had 
rejected the ‘revisionist idea’ put up by Mr Dange in his document, in which 
Mre Indira Gandhi wae described as a ‘patriotic national bourgeoisie.' 


Mr Dange had said in his reply to Mr Rao's letter that it was not 4 matter of 
‘saying good things about Indira Gandhi.' We had added: ‘yes, sometimes I do 
but is that a crime?’ 


Referring to this, the resolution said thie was only a ruse to hide Mr Dange's 
refusal to see the policy of the Congress-I Government in ite entirety. It said 
the Indira Government was pursuing 4 pro-monopoly policy and adopting anti- 
people policies. 


The resolution said: 


In the years since the Bhatinda congress, Life has proved our understanding to 
be correct and our slogan of building a left and democratic national alternative 
to the rule of capital as the correct way out for our much-suffering people. 
Through militant and united mass actions people are increasingly being mobilised 
round this slogan. Precisely for this reason reactionaries of all hues are 
utilising every opportunity to divide the people, disrupt their growing unity 
and divert them from the path of united actions on mass issues. 


“Mre Indira Gandhi herself is desperately trying to lump together the right and 
the left opposition and to isolate and attack, what she terms as the so-called 
left opposition. 


“The situation calls for vigilance and vigorous struggle against the activities 
of the right reactionaries in the national international and other spheres, 
united struggles against the anti-people policies of the Government, and forging 
of the left and democratic unity on the basis of growing mass struggle. 


“This is the path along which the party is advancing. Comrade Dange tried in 
vain to divert the party from this path, and to line it up behind Mre Indira 
Gandhi and her Government. Therefore, he has now openly associated himself with

the renegades and splitters, who had from the outset declared him to be their 
leader, and when he is in fact leading in their activities in the service of the 
Congrese=1I rule, and againet the party and the left and democratic movement." 


“Waving regard to all these circumatances, the National Counci] fully endorses 
the recommendation of the Central Executive Committee to expel Comrade Dange 
from the party for his persistent defiance and violation of all party discipline 
and norms, and for hie splitting and other anti-party activities. The National 
Council expele Comrade S A Dange from the Communist Party of India".

COMMUNISTS REPORTED UNHAPPY OVER DANGE'S EXPULSION

[Text] Bombay, April 14.--Discontent in the CPI over explusion of its founder- 
leader, Mr S&S. A, Dange, came to the fore today with some party leaders from 
Maharashtra declaring that they, along with “hundreds of workers", were resigning 
from the party in protest against the “high-handed and liquidationist policy 
pursued by the general secretary, Mr Rajeshwar Rao”, reporte PTI. 


Mr Sudam Deshmukh, MLA, and Mr Bhagwan Thorat, president of the Girni Kamgar 
Union and one of the seven members expelled from the Bombay district committee 
of the CPI, at a Press conference here condemned the “so-called unanimous deci- 
sion" of the national council expelling Mr Dange and asked partymen not to take 
it “lying down". 


They alleged that the party leadership, in taking the decision, had “trampled all 
the democratic norme in party functioning". 


Mr Eknath Bhagwat, member of the CPI national council, wae also present at the 
Press conference, and Mr Thorat said he (Mr Bhagwat) fully subscribed to their 
views on Mr Dange's expulsion. 


UNI adds: The office-bearers of the CPI-controlled Mumbai Girni Kamgar Union, 
founded by Mr Dange, have protested against his expulsion from the CPI. 


The working class would “teach a lesson" to the anti-Dange group in the party, 
they said in a statement. 


Mr Dange's expulsion by the national council of the CPI is likely to have an 
impact on some of the AITUC trade unions in the Calcutta-Howrah industrial belt 
and tea garden unions in North Bengal, according to a pro-Dange source within the 
party. 


The former CPI chairman has called a conference of his followers from all over 
India and several pro-Dange leaders from West Bengel have left for Bombay to 
attend the conference. 


A section of CPI workers, including some members of the district councils of 
Calcutta, Nadia, Malda, Hooghly, Midnapore and Burdwan, are said to be awaiting 
the directive from Mr Dange, who may either form his own party or ask his fol- 
lowers to join the breakaway All-India Communist Party. The pro-Dange elements 
have some reservations regarding joining the AICP, it is learnt.

CPI EXPELS PUNJAB ASSEMBLY MEMBER FROM PARTY

The strength of the CP! in Punjab Assembly has been reduced to eight following 
the expulsion of Mr Baldev Singh Loomba from the party. 


According to the CPI sources here the young legislator hase been expelled for his 
anti-party activities and allegations of misuse of his position both in the 
Khet Mazdoor Sabha and party for personal ends. 


However, according to a statement made by Mr Loomba he has on his own resigned 
from the CPI to form the State unit of the All India Communist Party (AICP).

Mazdoor Sabha supporters have also deserted the CPI. 


The CPI headquarters here, however, said that none of those claimed by Mr Loomba 
as party or Khet Mazdoor Sabha workers ever belonged to the CPI and in fact it 
were the activities of these associates that caused his removal from the party.

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CPL-M OPPOSES BENGAL ELECTION POSTPONEMENT

[Text] The Politbureau of the CPI-M, which began ite three-day session in the 
Capital on Thureday, has protested against further postponement of by-elections 
to the State Assembly and the Lok Sabha in West Bengal. 


In 4 statement on Friday, it appealed « democratic forces and political parties 
to protest against this ‘blatant violacion of all democratic norms and abuse of 
power by the Election Commission under the behest of the Congrese-I'. 


The statement said: ‘It is well-known that the faction-ridden Congress-I, 

with its growing isolation from the people, is not prepared to face any election 
in that State. Last time aleo, it was under pressure of the Congrese-I that the 
Election Commission postponed the by-elections, even though the commission 

iteelf had rejected the Congress-I plea of irregularities in the electoral rolls.’ 


The party said the Congresse-I should stop using the Election Commission to further 
ite partisan interests and urged the commission to ‘assert ite independent 
status’ by holding the byelections in West Bengal immediately.’ 


Noting that the pretext for postponement as advanced by the Election Commission 
was the working out of a common programme for all pending by-elections, the PB 
underlined that ‘never since 1952 was any by-election postponed under this plea.' 
It pointed out chat the Election Commission had not put forward such a plea 

when by-elections were held in Rajasthan, Orissa and Andhra Pradesh to enable the 
nomination Chief Ministers to enter the State Assemblies; and only recently four 
by-elections to the Andhra Pradesh Assembly were held. 


‘The only conclusion possible is that the Election Commission's present pose is 
deliberately intended to postpone as long as possible the by-election in West 
Bengal,’ the PB said.

CPI NATIONAL COUNCIL POLITICAL COMMUNIQUE REPORTED

[Text] CPI general-secretary C Rajeswara Rao said on Friday that on issues like 
defence of the country and fight againet disruptive forces the Left parties and 
Congrese-1 could cooperate with each other, but Mre Gandhi in her “narrow partisan 
interest" was not doing so. 


Releasing 4 communique bearing the CPIl's assesement of the present political 
situation (ae adopted at the party's National Council meeting in the Capital from 
12 to 16 April), Mr Rao said: “Our party will unite with anyboy [ae published) 
to defend the country. But for defending the country people's miseries shou'd be 
mitigated. Indira Gandhi is doing just the opposite.” 


The National Council felt that the “pro-veeted interest, anti-people and anti- 
democratic policies" of the Congresse-I Government were creating a situation which 
weakened the nation in the face of the grave external threat. It further stressed 
that under these conditions “assorted anti-national, disruptive and extreme 
rightwing political forces like the BJP" were able to get new opportunities for 
growth and expansion. 


The communique was highly critical of several Opposition parties, including the 
BJP, the Lok Dal and Akalis. The BJP was accused of raising the disruptive slogan 
of dividing existing states to form emaller states--a suggestion which had won 

the Lok Dal's enthusiastic support. The Lok Dal was charged with adoption of a 
“very retrograde etand” of classifying the entire people into four caste compart- 
mente for reservation of seate in educational institutions and Government services. 
The Akalis came in attack for supporting the slogan of Khalistan “raised by some 
pro-imperialist leaders." 





"It is the bounden duty of the Left and democratic parties, gases organisation and 
sections to fight these disruptive forces tooth and nail and preserve the unity 
of the people and the country. Equally important is to ensure that the image of 
the Left is not compromised in any manner by softening the fight against such 
reactionary political forces as the BJP or by adopting an opportunist, con- 
ciliatory attitude towards them in the name of ‘all-in unity against authoritari- 
anisn. ' 


"This awareness is all the more necessary when some bourgeois leaders are keen on 
having political deale and even alliance with the BJP. In fact the Lok Dal 
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executive has decided to ally with the BJP. While ‘fighting againet the anti- 
people and pro=vested interest policies of the Congresse-I Governments, we must 
not relax our struggle against extreme reaction,” the communique emphasised. 


It pointed out that even “itesues which are the common concern of the nation as a 
whole and over which there is both necessity and possibility of cooperation 
between her party and the Left and democratic parties" are being tackled by Mra 
Gandhi “in the narrow partisan interest of the Congrese-I". Besides, the 
Congrese-I leaders were disrupting mase organisations “in which Communiste, 
Congress-1 and others are working together for yeare for the defence of peace, 
on other anti-imperialist iseues and for friendship with the Soviet Union and 
other socialist countries." 


The communique stated that “while keeping in general to the country's progressive 
foreign policy,” the Indian Government wae not taking firm positions against the 
vile manoeuvres of US imperialists and Chinese leaders against world peace and 
India's security. “It is vacillating on some vital ieesues because of which 
imperialists and their friende in our country are getting emboldened," it main- 
tained. 


Asked to clarify the “vacillations,"” Mr Rao said the Government's attitude 
towards the Sino-American conspiracy against India and the USSR was somewhat 
complacent. On China he said, in reply to a question, the CPI had no objection 
to dialogue with China, but such a dialogue cannot be conducted through Dr 
Subramaniam Swamy “whose objective is to unite India and Pakistan against the 
Soviet Union. 


The communique appreciated the Indian Government's statements against arms build-up 
in Pakistan and Mr Rao approvingly quoted from Mre Gandhi's speech on the subject 
in reply to the defence budget in Parliament. "What, however, is called for is 

to see this danger as a part of the aggressive designs of US imperialiem and the 
Chinese rulers in this region and to take effective steps to meet this threat", 

the communique read. 


The communique denounced rightist forces and their leaders like A B Vajpayee and 
Morarji Desai for trying to shield the aggressive designs of US imperialism and 
to lull the vigilance of the Indian people. “This unpatriotic role should be 
vigorously exposed", it felt. 


"The situation demands, on the one hand, firm stand by our country against the 
forces of imperialism and expansioniem, closer relations with the Soviet Union 
and other peaceloving countries, and, on the other, the vigilance and unity of 
all patriotic forces, indeed our entire people", the communique explained. It 
stressed the need for Left, democratic and patriotic forces to "unite and 
mobilise the people for exposing the game of the warmongers and their friends 
and putting an end to the vacillations of the Government of India”. 


On the domestic front, the communique referred to the people's growing resistance 
to Mrs Gandhi's “reactionary policies" and the Government's use of draconian laws 
such as the NSA, to suppress the struggle of the masses with an iron hand. It 
denounced Mrs Gandhi's offensive against West Bengal and Kerala Governments. In 
West Bengal it was Cong-I vandalism, while in Kerala the Indira Congress was 
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aligning with "chauvinistic, parochial and even communal elements like RSS" with 
the objective of toppling the State Governments. 


"In this situation it is alao the duty of the Left to take all necessary steps, 

overcoming narrow partisan approach, to broaden the popular base of the Left and 
democratic movement". Mr Rao also wanted the two State Governments to overcome 

some of their major shortcomings. 


Mr Rajeswara Rao was asked what were the differences with the CPI-M which still 
prevented unity of the two Communist parties. He said on most domestic issues 

and on such question of foreign policy as Chinese aggression on Vietnam, Soviet 
action in Afghanistan, Soviet help to developing states, Soviet support cto national 
liberation struggles the two parties had similar views. 


But on China they differed. While the CPI-M felt that the internal changes in 
China would be for the better, the CPI did not think so as the main objective of 
the present Chinese leaders was to forge a worldwide front against the USSR. 
"When and how China will change no one knows", he added. 


He strongly denied that the CPI did not consider the Chinese state to be a 
socialist one. "China remains a socialist country. Thishas been clearly stated 
by Comrade Brezhnev too. But there are major distortions in the political set-up", 
he observed.

CPI, CPI-M ISSUE STATEMENTS ON THATCHER VISIT 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 15 Apr 81 p 7 


[Text] New Delhi, April 14.--The CPI and the CPI(M), in separate statements, 
said today that the five-day visit of the British Prime Minister, Mre Margaret 
Thatcher, to India from tomorrow was "unwelcome". 


They said that Mrs Thatcher was a staunch advocate of giving massive arms aid to 
Pakistan and bringing the danger of war to India's borders. 


In its statement the CPI(M) Politburo said Mrs Thatcher was one of the most 
aggressive warmongers in the Western world, who identified herself fully with 
the military adventurist circles of the USA in reversing detente and stepping 
up tensions and war preparations. 


She also rejected the demand of India and the littoral States to make the Indian 
Ocean a zone of peace. She stood for the strengthening of the Diego Garcia base 
whose dismantling was demanded by India and others. 


It said Mrs Thatcher had become “notorious” for the humiliations heaped on Indian 
imigrants [as published] in Britain. Her National Citizenship Bill, directed 
against all immigrants, had already been condemned as a measure with racial 
overtones. Encouraged by her policies, the British police were attacking Indian 
and other immigrants. In addition to the indignity of virginity tests, recent 
reports pointed out that women were being sterilized without their knowledge, 
and the victims were mainly immigrants. 


In a similar statement, the national council of the CPI said that Mrs Thatcher was 
visiting India after her visit to Washington where she had joined President 
Reagan in drawing up aggressive war plans, including further militarization of 

the Indian Ocean and the creation of a joint Anglo-American rapid deployment 
force. 


It also said that the Government of India must not only give no quarter to the 
British Prime Minister. but must forcefully express India's indignation and 
revulsion against the policies Mrs Thatcher and her Government were pursuing.

[Text] New Delhi, April 13. 


Mrs. Anwara Taimur, Chief Minister of ASeam, said today that she would abide by 
the decision of the executive of the Assam Pradesh Congress (1) Committee on 
joining the North Eastern Congress (1) Coordination Committee. 


Mrs. Taimur denied that there was any reluctance on her part to join the coordina- 
tion committee. It was for the PCC (I) to decide whether it wanted to join the 
coordination body or not. 


She was sorry her name had been dragged in. 


She asserted that her Government was stable and that there was no threat to it. 
"I have the support of the people of Assam", she said. 


Mrs. Taimur said she was not aware if any of her party le islators had met the 
Prime Minister here and complained against her. 


Situation normal: She claimed that the situation in Assam was absolutely normal. 
The people of the State, after the long agitation, were feeling “exhausted” and 
did not want any more disruption of normal life. 


The investigation into the explosion that killed the Commissioner of Upper Assam, 
Mr. E. S. Parthasarathy, was making satisfactory progress and the culprits would 
be brought to book, she said. 


She described Parthasarathy as “an honest and sincere officer". 


Mrs. Taimur said the provisions of the National Security Act were invoked only 
when this became necessary. She was taking all measures to ensure that excesses 
were not committed. 


About the demand of tea garden workers for a Cabinet Minister to look after their 
interests, Mrs. Taimur said a Minister of State with independent charge of the 
Labour Department was already functioning. --PTI

CPI=M POLITBURO ISSUES COMMUNIQUE ON DELHI MEETING 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 21 Apr 81 pp i, 7 


[Text] The CPI-M polit-bureau, which met in the Capital from 16 to 1% April, 
has instructed ite party members to campaign against imperialist mechanisations 
for the preservation of India's security and unity and for the defence of civil 
liberties, democratic righte and living conditions of the working people. 


CPI-M general secretary E M S Namboodiripad on Monday at 4 press conference 
released the party communique embodying the PB's assesement of the present inter- 
national and national situation and aleo the decisions adopted at the meeting. 


The Polit Bureau according to the communique, “appealed to all Left, democratic 
and patriotic forces" to “rouse the patriotic consciousness of our entire people, 
rally them againet the danger that is coming from imperialiem and the military 
ruling circles of some of our neighbouring countries who are sought to be armed 
by American imperialien". 


Mr Namboodiripad when asked as to whether the CPI-M could have common cause with 
the BJP on the ieesue of fighting authoritarianiem, he said: "We don't keep 
parties, organisations and individuals in water-tight compartments, tarring them 
as black or white, As 4 matter of fact we are cooperating with the BJP in 
Parliament. “On specific iesues we may cooperate with then". 


Questioned as to how he would reconcile this stand wi... the developments in 
Kerala where the CPI-M and RSS clashes had become regular feature, he said: 
"Where they are fighting us we will fight back". He explained that the coopera- 
tion for etruggle against authoritarian drive did not in any way mean that the 
CPI-M would ‘collaborate’ with the BJP. 


United Fight 


He pointed out that the PB had, “appealed to all political parties, groups and 
organisations regardless of differences on socio economic issues, to fight 
wunitedly againet the authoritarian moves and in defence of the peoples’ civil 
liberties and democratic rights”. 


In reply to another question, he said: "We do not consider the Cong-I to be 
the only vehicle of authoritarianiem, though today it is the main vehicle, no 
doubt”. 
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In camparison [as published] with the communique of the CPI National Council 
released last week the CPIl-M did not apeak of the Sino-US axie but criticised 
the Chinese foreign policy with a different tone, 


"The BP noted with regret that Socialist China ie not discharging ite responsi- 
bility of helping the peoples concerned in resisting imperialist aggression but 
is justifying the agressive moves of US imperialicn. 


The BP did take note of “certain moves by the Indira Gandhi Government to counter 
the threat coming from American imperialiem", but warned 411 sections of the demo- 
cratic people that “thie threat from outeide cannot be met unless positive, 
democratic and pro=people internal policies are pursued". 


The PB "regretfully noted” that some Opposition parties were adopting positions 
helpful to American, Britain and other imperialists. It further observed that 

these parties had become “such close camp followers of imperialist circles that 
they do not even see in the arming of Pakistan a direct threat to our security". 


Threat 


‘Never before has the threat of aggressive conflicts on India's borders been as 
serious as now’. 


Asked about the CPI-M's reaction to the possible repetition of Afghanistan in 
Poland, Mr Namboodiripad snapped back: “When the Warsaw Pact intervened in 
Czechoslovakia, we supported it. Our reaction was immediate". 


On the question of Mr S A Dange's expulsion from the CPI, he said it was an 
internal matter of another party. "With the CPI he felt agreement was develop- 
ing, but “I do not endorse the statement that there are no differences because if 
we do not have differences we will not remain two separate parties”. [as pub-

On the reservation issue, the Cong-U leader said reservation should continue as 
long a8 caste was 4 dominant facter in determining the statue of a man in the 
society. We said that reservation was not an economic question and it would not 
solve the economic problem of any community. 


Mr Ram said that a national commission to go into the issue of reservation was not 
necessary as the Supreme Court had given judgments in favour of reservation in the 
past. All the minority communities should unite and fight for the rights, he 
said pointing out that Christians, Muslims, Buddhists had all become untouchable 
in India. 


He eaid it was not desirable for the United States to arm Pakistan. He however, 
eaid that he saw no threat of war from Pakistan because it would result in that 
country's further disintegration.

LOK DAL EXECUTIVE CONDEMNS DELHI MOVES

[Text] The national executive of the Lok Dal has etrongly condemned the Centre's 
moves to topple the democratically-elected State Governments, and appealed for 
the consolidation of the Opposition parties to fight the growing authoritarian 
trends, 


The executive, which ended ite three-day session on Sunday, aleo reiterated ite 
desire for joint action by all political parties againet the growing "violence 
by the Government” and the attempts to crush the people's movements. Since no 
political party wae prepared to submerge their identities, thie was the best way 
for opposition consolidation, general secretary Madhu Limaye told newemen after 
the meeting. 


Mr Limaye said hie party would etrive hard for a joint fight against the Cong-I 
in the coming Assembly elections and parliamentary byelections. The Lok Dal had 
always been for poll adjustments with all parties, including the BJP, said Mr 
Limaye and added that the national executive members reported some readiness on 
the part of other Opposition parties. 


He made it clear that the Lok Dal would not back the Cong-I in ite agitations to 
topple the Weet Bengal or Kerala Governments. Even if the partymen in these 
States felt inet the respective governments, they would only conduct separate 
agitations. re is no question of joint action with the Cong-I," he explained. 


The Lok Dal, however, regretted the neutral stand taken by the CPM and other left 
parties on the Assam no-confidence motion, especially at a time when the Congress~-I 
had launched 4 war on that party in Kerala, West Bengal and other places. It 
strongly condemmed Mre Gandhi's remarke that she could remove any opposition 
government “in half an hour.” She did make the remarks in spite of her denial, 

Mr Limaye said. 


He referred to the rumours of an impending action against the West Bengal Govern- 
ment and said even if the Centre similarly dismissed the Haryana Government, 
this would not justify its move in Bengal. 


It was also decided to hold a camp for the Central and State-level leaders, and 
legislators for six days from 19 June in UP. The party will hold its all-India 
conference in November next. 


The executive adopted resolutions decrying the moves to put off Assembly and 
Parliament elections, and supporting the formation of emaller States.

DELHI UNAWARE OF ‘ISLAMIC PLAN' AGALNST INDIANS

English translation of this, was car- 
ried by the Kuwait news agency, Kuna, he added. 


Mr Rao said as this report was published in Kuwait, the Indian embassy there 
took up the matter with both the Kuwait Ministry of Waqf and the Kuwait news 
agency. The Kuwait ministry has denied having made any such statement, he 
added. 


The Minister said the Kuwait agency has expressed regrets to the Indian embassy 


about having erred in translating it due to which it was given an unwanted bias. 
Kuna also reprimanded the reporter who had done it, he added.

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CHIEF CHALSA DIWAN OPPOSES FORMATION OF SIKH STATE

The resolution passed by the Khalsa Diwan executive said that the Sikhs had 
always considered themselves as an integral part of the rich heritage of India 
though they had their own separate entity, code of conduct, and historical tradi- 
tions. 


The resolution also pointed out that the Chief Khalsa Diwan had been bringing the 
grievances of the Sikhs to the notice of the government from time to time. 


A spokesman of the Diwan told newsmen that Mr Majithia had written to honorary 
secretary Sant Singh, that he would have no option but to resign if the resolu- 
tions of Educational Conference were not amended. 


Some other members of the Diwan had also threatened to resign their membership on 
this issue. 


The Diwan meeting was attended by Mr Inderjit Singh, vice-president, Mr Sujan 
Singh Sadana, local president, Mr Sant Singh, honorary secretary Mr Dilbir Singh 
and other members, adds UNI. 


Meanwhile, the Union Home Ministry had ordered for the impounding of passport of 
Dr Jagjit Singh, a former Akali Minister who had been demanding a separate Sikh 
homeland. Dr Singh is at present in London.

On receipt of the news, Rajasthan Chief Minister Jagannath Pahadia, his Cabinet 
colleagues several Cong-I MPs and MLAs and leaders of almost all the Opposition 
parties besides hundreds others rushed to his residence to pay last homage to 
their departed leader. 


Until recently Lt Governor of Pondicherry, Mr Vyas had arrived heree, [as pub- 
lished] his home town, on Tuesday on way to Gauhati to assume charge of his new 
office. 


Among the large number of mourners present at his funeral were Union Home Minic- 
ter Zail Singh, Rajasthan Governor Raghukul Tilak, State Chief Minister Jagannath 
Pahadia, Speaker of the Assembiy P C Vishnoi, members of the Rajasthan Council

INDIA AND SAUDI ARABIA TO ESTABLISH JOINT VENTURES 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 15 Apr 81 pp 1, 7 


[Text] New Delhi, April 14.--Saudi Arabia and India have decided to encourage 
investment and flow of capital and establish joint ventures, and under a 
second agreement, Bihar's Koel Karo hydel project is to receive $32 million 
(Re 25 crores) from the Saudi Fund for Development, reports PTI. The two 
agreements were signed here today. 


Mr P. V. Narasimha Rao, External Affairs Minister, and Prince Saud al-Faisal 
visiting Saudi Foreign Minister, signed the economic and technical cooperation 
agreement. The exchange of products and the establishment of agricultural, 
animal husbandry and industrial and technical development projects are envisaged 
in the agreement, which has also proposed a joint commission to consolidate and 
promote bilateral economic and technical cooperation. 


The loan agreement for the Koel Karo project was signed by Mr R. Venkataraman, 
Finance Minister, after talks with Prince Saud. It was signed on behalf of the 
Saudi fund by Mr Mohammad Ali Alsugair, its vice-president and managing director. 


The talks with Prince Saud explored ways of strengthening economic cooperation, 
and Mr Venkataraman is understood to have apprised the Saudi Minister of the 
difficulties India has been facing in the wake of the Iran-Iraq war and disrup- 
tion of oil supplies. 


Official sources reported in-depth discussions, during which Mr Venkataraman and 
Prince Saud affirmed there was great scope for further deepening the economic 
cooperation between India and Saudi Arabia. The establishment of joint ventures 
was one of the issues discussed at the 45- ting, and the sources said 
the Saudi side evinced interest in India's new lii ‘lized policy to attract 
Gulf investments. 


With today's loan for the Koel Karo project, the Saudi fund has extended a total 
assistance of $132 million. In the past, the fund gave a $100-million loan for 
financing the Srisailam and Nagarjunasagar power projects. The Koel Karo proj- 
ect envisages the construction of two dams across the north Karo river and south 
Koel river and the installation of two power stations with a generating capacity 
of 710 MW.

GOVERNMENT BEGINS MARKET BORROWING PROGRAM 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 14 Apr 81 pp 1, 5 
{[Text) April 13. 


The first tranche of the Central government's current financial year's market 
borrowing programme has been announced. 


Three loans for a total notified amount of Rs. 600 crores have been announced. 
The loans are: 6.25 per cent 1987 at par, 7.25 per cent 1997 at par and 8 per 
cent 2011 at par. 


Subscriptions will be received in the form of cash or cheques on April 27. With 
the right to retain subscriptions up to 10 per cent in excess of the notified 
amount, the Union government will collect Rs. 660 crores in the first tranche 
of its market borrowing programme for the current financial year. 





For the third year in succession, the coupon rates on the loans of different 
maturities have been revised upward. 


Last year, the government of India had announced the 6 per cent 1986 loan, the 7 
per cent 1998 loan and the 7.5 per cent 2010 loan. Thus the coupon rates have 
been raised by 1/4 to 1/2 per cent this year. 


Budget Provision 


For 1981-82, the Union finance minister has budgeted for record market borrow- 
ings of Rs. 3,087 crores (gross) and Rs. 2,800.25 crores (net). In view of the 
huge size of the market borrowings, the government seems to have chosen to issue 
the first tranche early during the financial year. 


Last year, the government issued four tranche of its market borrowings, the first 
on May 12, 1980, the second on July 19, the third on October 29 and the fourth 
on February 16, 1981. 


Besides, the government created in favour of the Reserve Bank of India further 
tranche of some loans twice during the year--the first on December 26, 1980, 
and the second in March after the presentation of the Union budget for 1981-82. 


For 1980-81, the finance minister had budgeted for market borrowings of Rs. 


2,768.88 crores (gross) and Rs. 2,499.66 crores (met). But the actual collections 
were higher at Rs. 2,868.88 crores (gross) and Rs. 2,603.54 crores (net). 
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In the past yeare, the Loans used to be kept open for three daya with an option 

to close them earlier if the notified amount was subscribed, However, usually, 
the loans are closed within an hour or so on the opening day iteelf. This year, 
the government has announced that subscriptions will be received only on April 27. 


In the event of a holiday being declared by any state government on that day, 
the subscriptions will be accepted at the concerned receiving offices in that 
state up to the close of banking hours on the following working day. 


The upward revision in the coupon rates on new loans will naturally result in 
sizable depreciation in the market prices of the existing loans in the port- 
folios of banks and other captive investors. The depreciation is expected to be 
up to Re. 5 in the case of long-dated issues, 


Commercial banks will thus have to augment their securities portfolios for main- 
taining their 34 per cent statutory liquidity ratios (SLR). 


The Reserve Bank of India has suspended several loans from the selling list of 
loans in its open market operations. Only seven loans have been kept in the 


selling liet with reduced prices, the price reduction ranging between Rs. 3 and 
Re. 5.

U.S. ACCUSED OF INVOLVEMENT IN CALCUTTA RIOTS 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 14 Apr 81 p 4 


[Text] April 13. The use of Molotov cocktail bombs on the 3 April bandh day 
both in Calcutta and the districts point out to pre-planning, since these bombs 
cannot be manufactured overnight. Also the handling of these bombs requires 
training, which is not easy to come by among the ordinary goondas, according to 
a Central Intelligence report. 


According to some forensic experts, the report suggests, that this particular type 
of explosive had been used recently in Assam, Tripura and other North-Eastern 
States by elements which want to destabilise the entire area, inspired and helped 
by foreign agencies. 


Taking advantage of ordinary bomb and brick-bat attacks on the bandh day, the 
report added, the foreign inspired, organised elements may have used the molotov 
cocktails in order to provoke a chaotic situation in the State, creating mis- 
understanding and hostility among the national parties and dividing the people. 


In this context, Tripura Chief Minister Nripen Chakravarty's press statement yes- 
terday acquire considerable significance. [as published] He said that the 
battalion of Mizo National Front is helping the extremists of the Tripura 

Upajati Juba Samity with arms and training in Bangladesh. And following reports 
that these elements are on the rampage in Amarpur in Tripura, close to Bangladesh, 
he has appealed to Prime Minister Indira Gandhi to take up the matter with Dacca. 
He added that the Centre had already sanctioned an additional battalion of the 
Border Security Force to seal the 150-km long border between Amarpu: and Mizoram. 


It is significant that just as the Tripura Chief Minister identified the foreign- 
aided extremist TUJS members, Naxalites and Amra Bangali elements with these 
violent acts, and athoughtless segment of the Congress-I with attempts to provoke 
ill-will between the tribals and Bengalees. The Central intelligence agency 
report on Bengal bandh bombs has also hazarded its views on the uses cf Molotov 
cocktails on the day. According to it, these do not seem to belong to any 
national parties. 


It is clear from these indicators, that there is a Sino-Pak-US combined design 
in the region and that the national,secular parties like the Congress-I Con- 
gress-U and the communists and others, should not allow themselves to get pushed 
to sporadic violence, in the belief of agitating against the rival rule.

One of them dealt with the investment clause, France believed that the text 
should refer to lawe in force in the various member countries while other dele- 
gations thought such a reference was unnecessary in an agreement signed by the 
community. 


The other concerned a reference to the Buropean Investment Bank (EIB) which 
France wanted to omit from the text while other delegations pointed out that 
the EIB can operate in third countries although the relevant decisions must be 
taken unanimously by the bank's governors, in fact by the ministers of the 
"ten". 


Today's initialling of the agreement indicated that France lifted its fairly 
theoretical objections, the sources said.

DISPARITIES REPORTED IN PER CAPITA AID TO STATES 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 16 Apr 81 p 7 
[Text] Bombay, April 15 (UNT). 


There wer. 16 States in the country where the per capita assistance sanctioned 
by the financial inetitutions was below the national average of Re 28.42 in 
1979-8" ‘ 


The State-wise data released by the Industrial Development Bank of India (IDBI) 
show that there were vast disparities in the per capita assistance sanctioned 
and disbursed to various States. Some of the high populated States have lagged 
behind the national average. 


In six States, the assistance sanctioned exceeded the national average. These 
were: Gujarat Re 88.20, Maharashtra Re 62.08, Karnataka Re 47.19, Kerala Re 
38.34, Punjab Re 37.41 and Tamilnadu Rs 31.43. 


The State,which was sanctioned the lowest per capita assistance, was Assam Rs 
3.98. 


A significant feature of the assistance is that between 1976-77 and 1979-80 the 
national average of the per capita assistance of sanctions increased from Rs 
15.31 to Re 28.42 and disbursements from Rs 9.49 to Re 18.28. But States such as 
Bihar and Assam have not shown any significant uptrend. 


In West Bengal, the sanctions in 1976-77 stood at Rs 15.98 and disbursements at 
Re 9.82 which exceeded the national average. Later, however, West Bengal lagged 
behind the national average with sanctions at Re 23.30 and disbursements of 

Rs 17.67 in 1979-80. 


Among the major States, which were near the national average in terms of sanc- 
tions and disbursements or had exceeded the level, were: Gujarat Rs 286.77 and 
Rs 249.91, Maharashtra Rs 314.44 and Rs 226.03, Tamilnadu Rs 236.77 and Rs 
124.99 and Karnataka Re 196.19 and Re 136.52. 


The States with low per capita disbursement figures were Bihar Rs 32.90, Madhya 
Pradesh Rs 32.80 and Uttar Pradesh Rs 44.32. 


The per capita assistance disbursed to Bihar was Rs 3.64 as compared to the 
national average of Rs 18.28. 


The other major States with low disbursement figures are: Madhya Pradesh Rs 
8.36, Uttar Pradesh Rs 9.45, Orissa Rs 9.90 and Assam Rs 3.87.

ANDHRA PRADESH LEADER SPEAKS AT TELUGU CONFERENCE

The Andhra Pradesh Chief Minister, Mr.T. Anjiah, on Tuesday suggested that the 
World Telugu Conference being held here should be utilised to cement the cordial 
relations among the Telugus all over the world. 


He said intellectuals and schoiars should exchange views on Telugu literature, 
history, culture and traditions. Telugu people should explore ways of making 
progress in all fields. 


Intellectuals should make suggestions for national integration and development 
through mutual understanding among people speaking different languages and thus 
prove the unity in diversity of India. 


Mr. Anjiah in his keynote address to the conference said the first World Telugu 
Conference held in 1975 in Hyderabad left a lasting impression on the minds of 

the Telugu people. This conference should also achieve the same objectivetion.

He gave the assurance that his Government would take all measures necessary for 
fostering and protecting Telugu language and culture and to enhance their reputa- 
tion. 


"We will extend whatever help is needed by Telugu people residing in other States 
in India and abroad." 


Mr. Anjiah said even in days when there was no technical and technological 
progress Telugu people had crossed the oceans and spread their culture in dis- 
tant lands. 


Their race had a great history and culture. Telugus had been prominent even in 
the days of the Aryans. 


The Satavahanas could be said to be the progenitors of South Indian culture. The 
Telugu people of those days carried on trade with distant countries and spread 
their culture along with trade. It was then that the Buddhist stupas with their 
artistic splendour, came into existence. 
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After the Satavahanas, the [kehwakue and Cholas too contributed to the glory of 
Telugu. But it was during the reign of the Vijayanagar and Kakatiya dynasties 
that Telugu fame reached is apogee. Particularly in the days of the Vijayanagar 
kings literature, music, painting, sculpture and other art forms made tremendous 
progress, The Asthadiggajas in the court of Srikrishnadevaraya could be 
described as the precious stones in the encklace that adorned Goddess Saraswathi. 


Artistic splendour: The Buddhist stupas which were erected at Amaravati and 
Nagarjunakonda in the days when Buddhism was dominant in Telugu land impress people 
even today with their artistic splendour. They mirror the heights of excellence 
which the artiste of the day attained, 


The spread of Buddhism and Jainism in Telugu land was proof of the religious 
tolerance of the Telugus. Historians aver that even before the time of Emperor 
Asoka, a number of mahachaityas and aramas were erected in Andhradesa. 


The world-renowned Acharya Nagarjuna strove to spread Buddhism in Telugu land. 
Thousands of students from the far corners of the earth flocked to the University 
of Vijayapuri in quest of knowledge. Similarly Jainism too was patronised by 

the Telugus. The Jain temples at Kolanpaka even today attract thousands of 
pilgrims from all parts of the country. 


Even after thecommencewent of Muslim rule, Telugus maintained their unity and 
progressed in all fields. During the time of the Golkonda rulers, the Telugu 
people maintained their individuality under the patronage of Akkanna and 
Madanna. After the British rule began, Telugu people were scattered into dif- 
ferent administrative areas. But the longing for unity did not disappear from 
their hearts. Along with people in other parts of the country, the Telugu 
people took part in the struggle to free the country from alien rule. 


Freedom struggle: The struggle for freedom waged by the Telugu people attracted 
the attention of national leaders like Gandhiji. The sacrifice, selflessness 
and bravery of the Telugu people became models for people of other regions. 
Thousands of Telugus jumped into the fray during such historic movements as the 
Salt Satyagraha. 


They participated in the non-cooperation movement and boycott of foreign goods 

and faced the lathis of the alien rulers cheerfully. The Telugu people under 

the inspiring leadership of stalwarts such as Prakasam, Duggirala Gopalakrishnaiah, 
Konda Venkatappaiah, Nageswara Rao, Pattabhi Seetharamaiah, and Bulusu 
Sambamurthi, had taken part in the freedom struggle in a memorable manner. 


Alluri Sitaramaraju, who was a terror to the British, carved a niche for himself 
in our history. The bravery exhibited by the Andhra Kesari during the visit of 
the Simon Commission cannot be forgotton. 


Besides the progress made by the Telugu people in the political and economic 
fields, their progress in the literary and cultural fields was also commendable.

PRELIMINARY RESULTS OF ECONOMIC CENSUS REPORTED 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 17 Apr 81 p 10 


[Text] The provisional results of Economic census 1980, conducted in September 
last by the Delhi Administration's Bureau of Economics and Statistic and released 
on Thursday show that over 2.83 lakh enterprises are being run in Delhi. 


Of these, 97.8 per cent (2.77 lakh) are in the non-agricultural sector. 


According to the census, these 2,83,722 enterprises usually employ over 14.05 
lakh persons (including over 10.21 lakh hired workers). Most of their entre- 
preneurial activity (86.3 per cent) is carried on in the Municipal Corporation) 
(urban) area, while only 3.7 per cent is carried on in the New Delhi Municipal 
Committee area, 0.4 per cent in the cantonment area, and 9.6 per cent in the 
rural area. 


Employment again is maximum in the urban area (77.1 per cent), with the NDMC 
area coming next with 17.4 per cent followed by 5.2 per cent in the rural area, 
and 0.3 per cent in the cantonment area. 


The results also indicate that while 97.2 per cent of the enterprises are peren- 
nial, 93.7 per cent are privately-owned and only 26.8 per cent are carried on 
with the use of power, where as 16 per cent are run without any premises, and 
almost 10 per cent ef these enterprises are owned by Scheduled Castes. 


In the non-agricultural sector, over 13.89 lakh persons are employed. Of these, 
over 12.58 lakh are males and only about 1.30 lakh females. In the agricultural 


sector other than agricultural production and plantation, there are 6,311 enter- 
prises employing over 16,000 persons.

DEPARTMENT OF STEEL RELEASES ANNUAL REPORT

[Text] India will import about 2,2 million tonnes of coking coal this year to 
feed the steel mills which face a shortfall due to high ash content of indigenous 
coking coal and continued hardships in supply. 


According to the annual report of the Department of Steel tabled in Parliament on 
Monday, Steel Authority of India Limited (SAIL) targets for the year have been 
formulated on the basis of availability of 16.4 million tonnes of coal with a 19 
per cent ash content. The supplies, however, are not expected to cross 15,28 
million tonnes of a coal containing 20.5 per cent ash. 


The large imports would, in turn, require special efforts by the railways in 
providing for wagons and ensuring movement of rakes, the report says. 


The department has devised a number of strategies to increase steel production 
during the Sixth Plan period to meet the anticipated demand of 12.9 million tonnes 
by 1984-85 and 18.4 million tonnes at the end of the decade. In contrast, the 
consumption in 1979-80 was of the order of 8 million tonnes only. 


Some of there strategies [as published] include removal of constraints in import 
of coal, provision of captive power plants and speeding up of research and 
development to exploit inferior coal in blast furnaces. 


The expected production of the six integrated steel plants under the SAIL during 
1980-81 shall be about 6.13 million tonnes which will be 16.3 per cent lower 
than the target of 7.320 MT. 


The report says even so, the production this year would be marginally higher than 
the actual production of 6.039 MT achieved during 1979-80. 


According to the report the production of ingot steel plants during the current 
year was expected to be of the order of 7.21 MT as against 8.028 MT in 1979-80 
and 8.152 MT in 1978-79. The installed capacity for production of ingot steel 
is 11.4 MT. 


The report expects a reduction of about 10 per cent in actual production of ingot 
steel in 1980-81 as compared to 1979-80. This has been the result of a decision 
taken to restrict production of ingot steel in order to reduce the stocks of 
ingots which had already accum:lated in public sector steel plants.

The report says that keeping in view the projected growthrate, inter=-sectoral 
priorities to various sectors of economy and severe financial constraints the 
National Development Council has recommended an allocation of Re 4,000 crores 
for the steel sector during the plan period 1960-85,

Salem Steel Plant, a second shore-based steel plant, provision of additional 
melting facilities at Alloy Steel Plant, Durgapur, 4 pelletieation plant based 

on iron ore coneentrates from Kudremukh and installation of thermal generating 
unite at Bokaro and Durgapur to augment captive power generating capacity. 


The report further saye that proposale for the setting up of 4 two million 


tonnes per year pellet plant at Bailadila in Madhya Pradesh and three million 
tonnes per year plant at Mangalore are under consideration of the Government.

BASIC CHANGES PLANNED IN FOUD-FOR=-WORK PROGRAM

[Text] New Delhi, April 15 (UNIT): The minister of state for rural reconstruction, 
Mr. Baleshwar Ram, told the Lok Sabha today that some “basic changes" were being 
made in the food-for-work programme to remove shortcomings in ite implementation. 


The panchayats and local bodies would be closely associated with the preparation 
and implementation of the projects under the programme and contractors would be 
kept totally out of it, he said while intervening in the debate on the demands 
for grants of the ministries of agriculture and rural reconstruction. 


Revised guidelines were issued recently to the states incorporating the changes, 
he said. 


Mr. Baleshwar Ram said the outlay for the programme, now restructured into 
national rural employment programme (NREP), was Re. 340 crores for 1980-81. 
While the food-for-work programme wae being implemented on an ad hoc basis, 

the NREP had now been made an integral part of the plan. For the first time, a 
cash component of Rs. 105 crores was being provided to make assets created under 
the programme durable. 


The minister admitted that certain irregularities did take place inthe implementa- 
tion of such a “massive” programme. Unfortunately, he said, many members had 
highlighted only the deficiencies, 


The NPEP was one single programme which provided relief to millions of the rural 
poor during a serious drought. In 1980-81, 600 million man days of employment 
were generated under the programme. 


Referring to the extension of the integrated rural development programme (IRD) 
to all the blocks in the country, Mr. Baleshwar Ram said under this programme 
15 million families would be assisted through income generating schemes to rise 
above the poverty line. 


The six plan outlay on subsidies for this programme was Rs. 1,500 crores, to be 
supplemented by roughly Rs. 3,000 crores of institutional finance. 


Referring to the scheme for the establishment of a national grid of rural godowns, 
the minister said assistance was given in 1980-81 to set up 1,308 rural godowns 
against 136 godowns in 1979-80.

INDIA, SOVIET UNION SIGN MAJOR COAL AGREEMENT

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GOVERNMENT PROPOSED 19 MORE FERTILIZER UNITS 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 14 Apr 81 p 9 
[Text] New Delhi, April 13. 


The government has decided to go all out to reduce the country's dependence on 
fertiliser import by setting up 19 new fertiliser factories--eight for nitrogen 
and 11 for phosphates--in the coming years. 


The new nitrogenous plants will be in addition to the four large-sized gas-based 
factories which have already been approved by the government. Of these four 
plants, two will be set up at Thal-Vaishet, in Maharashtra, and the other two at 
Hazira, in Gujarat. 


Of the eight new nitrogenous plants, six will be based on offshore gas from the 
Bombay High and Bassein fields. Site selection committees are now engaged in 
identifying the actual location of these plants, one of which will be in 
Rajasthan, one in Madhya Pradesh and four in U.P. 


Two other nitrogenous plants are expected to come at Namrup in Assam and Kakinada 
in Andhra. The Namrup plant will be based on natural gas available from the ONGC 
and Oil India fields in Assam. The Kakinada plant will be based on fuel oil. 


A 300,000-tonne phosphatic plant is expected to be taken up at Paradip, in 
Orissa, in the current year itself. Ten other phosphatic units will be set up 
during the current plan period. 


At present, there are 33 nitrogenous fertiliser factories with a total capacity 
of 47.27 lakh tonnes. With the commissioning of five new plants during the cur- 
rent year the capacity is expected to go up to 53.02 lakh tonnes. These plants 
are Trombay, Haldia, Bharuch, Kandla expansion and Kanpur expansion. 


The installed capacity of phosphates will go up from 12.82 to 14.9 lakh tonnes 
this year when the Haldia and Kandla expansion plants are commissioned. The 
targeted production for the current year is 30 lakh tonnes of nitrogen and 9.25 
lakh tonnes of phosphates.
